REMARKS 

1. The 14 March mission photography recorded TU-95/BEAR, 
TU-1 14/CLEAT and AN-22/COCK aircraft at Jose Marti air- 
port near Havana. The mission aborted over Guantanamo 
Bay, however, after a loss of the Guantanamo radar. The 
sortie flown on 21 March was recalled and returned safe- 
ly when COMINT indicated that a MIG-21 was flying at 
50,000 feet at MACH 1.44 and within 5.4 NM of a target 
which could have been the U-2. Heavy weather conditions 
in the area prevented RADINT verification. The sortie 
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of 29 March was recalled when there were indications of a MIG- , 
21 attempting to intercept a high altitude target southeast of 
Havana. The target was not revealed, but a tracking indicates 
that the MIG-21 was at no time close enough to the U-2 to ob- 
tain a lock-on or visual sighting. No hostile intent was ac- 
tually displayed against either mission.

2. Currently the USIB requirement for 90% of Cuba to be photographed 
quarterly showed 93.0% of the area covered. By 1 June 1974, 
however, if no missions are flown between now and t he end o f May, 
25X1A the quarterly requirement will drop to 50.5%.
